SPR-594, Flat-Tailed Horned Lizard Highway Crossing Study 

The flat-tailed horned lizard (Phrynosoma mcallii) occupies a restricted range in the Lower Sonoran Desert of 
southwest Arizona, southeast California, and adjacent land in Mexico. Because they exhibit behavior patterns 
that include basking and remaining motionless when danger approaches, flat-tailed horned lizards are particularly 
susceptible to mortality on roads. More importantly, highways fragment areas of habitat and isolate segments of 
lizard populations. Depending on the size 
of the isolated habitat patches, these 
populations may be non-viable without 
connections to the larger population. This 
study evaluated the propensity for flat-tailed 
horned lizards to use culverts as road 
crossing structures to avoid vehicle-caused 
mortality. The research indicated a 
preferred culvert size for crossing 
structures. The study also identified 
installation and maintenance considerations 
with respect to the lizard.

Increase cultural competence with Indian tribes. 

Establish global and local performance measures. 

Provide technical training to Communication & Community Partnerships (CCP) staff. 

Provide communication training to non-CCP staff. 

Increase CCP’s responsiveness. 

Decentralize CCP staff.

Project TRQS-05, Approach to Involving Local & 
Regional Entities in the Highway Safety Improvement 
Program (HSIP) Process, will define ADOT’s current 
process involving local and regional entities in the 
Hazard Elimination System (HES) program, review 
local and regional participation requirements of 
SAFETEA-LU for the Highway Safety Improvement 
Program (HSIP), and provide recommendations on how 
local and regional entities would be involved in the 
HSIP process.
